“aimed at the private wire serv- | 
ice of the bookmaking racket 
without which that racket can- | 
not exist on a national scale,” 
and said one purpose is to aid | 
local police in enforcing laws | 
against gambling. 

The Attorney General said his | 
proposed measure would protect | 
legitimate news reporting of 
sporting events. 

One clause says: 

‘Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to prevent the trans- 
mission in interstate or foreign 
commerce of information in con- 
nection with the news reporting 
of sporting events or contests, 
which might be gambling infor- 
mation. as defined in this act, if 
such information is intended, | 
transmitted, supplied; delivered, 
and received only for printed | 
news publication in newspapers, 
magazines, journals or like peri- 
odicals, or for radio and televi- 
sion broadcasting.” 

Any person receiving a sports | 
events service would have to 
file with the supplier of the 
service a statement that it is to 
be used for lawful purposes.

ATLANTA, Jan. 25 (AP)—The 
Georgia Senate yesterday passed 
42-0 a bill to prohibit use of 
city and county funds for oper- 
ation of mixe@ schools. 

The measure, expected to be 


given quick approval in the 
House, actually applies the pro- 
hibition to all public money but 
was aimed principally at local 
funds since the state’s appro- 
priation bill already denies state 
funds for mixed schools. 

It is one of three bills recom- 
mended by the Georgia Educa- 
tion Commission to strengthen 
the state’s present position on 
segregated public schools. The 
others give school superintend- 
ents authority to assign pupils 
to schools and authorize, crea- 
tion of attendance districts. 

The bills are backed by the 
administration of Gov. Marvin 
Griffin who was elected on a 
platform that pledged mainten-

President Eisenhower has. laid 
it squarely on the line. e is 
not asking Congress merely to 
authorize the defense of For- 
mosa and the Pescadores if they 
should be attacked. What he is 
asking for is an express author- 
ization by Congress to engage 
with our armed forces “in what- 
ever operations may be required” 
to “preserve the vital stake of

In modern war it is impera- 
tive that the means of defense 


be available and ready before 


— not after — an attack. The 
members of Congress know this, 
and this is why there is so little 
disposition to write limitations 
and restraints into the grant of 
authority. 

For better or worse, the de- 
fense of Formosa must be left 
to the discretion of the Presi- 
dent and his military advisers. 
There simply is no other ration- 
al course.

Mr. Eisenhower's request concerns the most 
difficult of the many current international prob- 
lems. This is the problem of the two Chinas— 
the China of our former ally, thé exiled Chiang 
Kai-shek on Formosa, and the Red China of 
Communist Mao Tse-tung on the mainland. 

These two Chinas are engaged in civil war 
and because of our commitment to protect For- 
mosa the United States, whether we like it or 
not, is very close to this long and bitter struggle. 

In so far as the President's request for con- 
gressional approval of his policy is a warning 
to Red China, there cin be no exception to it 
whatever. To state this affirmatively, a plain, 
unmistakable warning. to the Chinese Commu- 
nists is fully ‘in’ order. 

The Red Chinese are holding American per- 
sonnel, both military and civilian, in the face 
of a personal appeal by the U. N. Secretary Gen- 
eral, Dag Hammarskjold. They have treated with 
utter contempt recent appeals by our Govern- 
ment for the use of diplomacy to bring about 
a cease-fire.

Nor will there be any substantial objection, 
in aur opinion, to the restatement of this coun- 
try’s stake in the security of Formosa and the 
Pescadores, in the Formosan strait. 

These islands are part of a defense perimeter 
which affects the position of the Philippines, 
Japan, Korea, Okinawa and other areas of great 
concern to the United States and to the rest of 
the free world. The policy with respect to For- 
mosa and the Pescadores is well established 
and the President’s message serves to under- 
score that commitment in the eyed of free na- 
tions as well as the satellites of the Kremlin.

Mr. Eisenhower has spent a good part of 
the last two years resisting pressures, both mili- 
tary and political, for’ deeper involvement in 
Asia. After our costly but necessary struggle in 
Korea, we narrowly avoided entanglement in the 
War in Indochina, thanks in large part to cool 
heads in high places. 

No one knows better than Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower that the loss of a United States vessel 
engaged in evacuating troops and supplies from 
the Tachens might well pull us into the Chinese 
civil war. And such involvement conceivably 
might touch off a fuse leading to World War III 
and atomic destruction. 

This grave possibility must make every citizen 
hope the U.N. will take up earnestly that part 
of the President's message which invites the 
diplomatic leaders of the world’s peace organiza- 
tion to work for, and if possible to achieve, a 
cease-fire between the two Chinas. 

That would not solve the problem, but it 
would produce the period of truce out of which 
settlement might come. And it would reduce 
the explosive charge that now endapgers the 
whole world.

Asia Is Also Divided 


THERE IS NO ASIA, by Dwight Cooke. (Double- 
day, 320 pgs., $4.) 

Most of us—the makers of United 
State foreign policy not excepted— 
think there is a single geographic and, 
cultural entity that is “Asia,” just as 
there is one called Europe.“ 


But CBS Correspondent Dwight 
Cooke clearly shows in this book that 
that kind of an Asia just doesn't exist. 
His point is that the 2 of those 
countries we think of only as Asian 
have even less in common than the 
peoples of Europe or the Middle East, 
and, unless the free world led by the 
United States recognizes their distinct 
dissimilarities and begins tailoring its 
attitudes and actions to fit them as the 
individual countries they are, Commu- 
nism will soon have them all.
